Victorians losers 
if papers merge VICTORIA 


Victoria residents would 
I lose if the city’s two daily 
papers are merged with a 
1 resulting loss of diversity in 
[reporting and editorial 
{opinion. 

That’s the general opinion of 
■city leaders surveyed 
■following the announcement 
■by Victoria Press that, 
I because of the current 

■ shutdown, it may resume 

■ publication with either the 
1 Victoria Times or The Daily 
I Colonist, but not with both. 

But disenchantment with 
■the two newspapers was also 
■evident. 


“This has always been a one 
newspaper city,” was the 
opinion given by both Victoria 
school board chairman Peter 
Bunn and Victoria Mayor 
Peter Pollen 

Bunn said that on general 
principle he thought it is 
unhealthy to have only one 
newspaper in the city. “But,” 
he added, “I have never seen 
any great difference between 
the Times and Colonist. They 
are strictly establishment 
newspapers that report the 
news that keeps the ads 
apart.” 

The news, he said, has been 
gathered as an incidental to 


the real business of selling 
advertising space. 

“The thing that consistently 
angered me is how factual 
reporting can be headed off at 
the canyon because it has to 
be crammed in between bowel 
gas ads,” said Bunn. 

However, he said, the lack 
of diverse reporting would be 
a loss to the communith which 
up to this point has been able, 
so far as space allowed, to get 
two slants on variorc events. 

Pollen thought that, 
although Victoria has always 
been a one-newspaper city in 
“sum and substance,” it has 
always had a significantly

■unanimous vote of confidence 
|in their negotiators. 

The two papers were shut 

■ down Dec. 1 when the 
{Pressmen’s Union struck the 
Iplant and the company locked 
{its doors on 300 other em- 
{ployees. 

Throughout bargaining the 
Unions have insisted the issue 
f job security for all present 
Employees must be settled 
efore any other matters are 
(tegotiated. 

The unions — pressmen,

Jlewspaper Guild — are

“The important thing is to 
(get our people back and to get 
hem back as quickly as we 
ossibly can,” Melville said 
Jiursday. “In that sense no 
cision is irrevocable.” 

“But we cannot put up with 
{prolonging indefinitely this 

■ situation that has gone on for 
[eight weeks now.” he said. 

“And we can see nothing on 
| the horizon at this time to 
[change things ”

circulation and the difficulty 
of recovering advertising and 
business. 

Because of these losses, the 
company must consider 
moving into a one-newspaper 
situation. 

The company, said Melville, 
would still like to have the 
dispute settled by compulsory 
arbitration, while workers 
return to work pending a 
settlement. 

Union negotiator Len Guy 
said the unions are refusing 
binding arbitration. 

An arbitrator, he explained, 
usually takes the proposals of 
both sides and reaches a saw 
off position. 

“We are not prepared to 
saw-off any of the people we 
represent,” he said. 

Bill McLeman, a 
spokesman for the Joint 
Council of Unions, said he 
could see no rationale for the 
proposed merger as the 
economic position of the 
Victoria Press was secure. 

F. P. Publications reported 
a net profit of $10.64 million 
tor the year ended Dec. 31, 
1972, an increase from $6.76 
million one year earlier, 
McLeman said. 

Melville could offer no 
definite date after which there 
would be no chance of 
avoiding the merger 

No date has been set for any 
merger, he said, nor has any 
date been set for a change to 
new production processes. 
This, he said, would be 
decided after the |ki|ht or

New machinery has been on 
order for some time he said, 
but it had been planned that 
changes could come 
gradually. However, the way 
workers have adapted to the 
new cold type processes, used 
in printing The Express, has 
shown there is no need for long 
training sessions. 

“If we could get an im¬ 
mediate settlement,” said 
Melville, we could look at this 
again. What we want to do is 
get moving on this as rapidly 
as possible and not drag this 
dispute out for a long period of 
time.” 

Melville said he does not 
know what kind of staff cuts 
would result if there is a 
newspaper merger or when 
new processes are brought in. 

However, he added there 
would be no reason to lay off 
any of the 35 management 
people still putting in time and 
drawing pay at Victoria 
Press.

And. he noted, the proposal 
jvould have one newspaper 
xiblishing a morning and 
afternoon edition, which 
would preclude the entry of an 
outside rival on the Victoria 
scene. 

Chamber of Commerce 
president Ken Murphy was 
also opposed to any merger. 

Many newspapers in North 
America, he said, have folded 
because of economic 
problems, but he questioned 
whether Victoria Press, which 
maintained two papers with 
half the present city 
population, now needs to close 
down either the Times or the 
Colonist. 

Two newspapers are needed 
he said, to give ditterent 
viewpoints, particularly on 
local events, and to ensure full 
coverage of a scene which 
includes the provincial seat of 
government as well as several 
municipal councils and the 
regional government 

Murphy also said a merger 
at Victoria Press would mean 
a loss of job opportunities in 
Victoria, and a loss of payroll 
in the city. 

Newspaper employees, he 
pointed out, are specialized 
workers who would be forced 
to seek jote elsewhere if they 
were laid off by Victoria 
Press. 

“I’m not as bothered by this 
prospect as I was by the loss of 
the shipbuilding industry 
payroll, but it does still worry 
me," he said. 

Oak Bay Mayor Brian Smith 
said he would be upset if 
Victoria were to become a 
one-newspaper city. 

“I think two newspapers 
have provided healthy 
coverage, two different points 
of view on issues, and I think 
the people of this area would 
be the losers if we had only 
one newspaper,” he said. 

Victoria Labor Council 
secretary-treasurer Larry 
Ryan said the proposed 
merger should be protested 
under federal anti-combines 
legislation. 

F. P. Publications, a 
Winnipeg-based company 
which owns Victoria Press, 
already has a stranglehold on 
newspapers in several 
Canadian cities, said Ryan. 

“I suspect they are out to 
kill the idea of Victoria as a 
two-newspaper community 

“We need more voices from 
newspapers, not fewer,” Ryan 
said. “This type of thing is not 
in the best interests of the 
citizens of this community.” 

In addition, he said, he was 
concerned about any loss of 
jobs and its effect on the 
community. 

Tom Denny of Standard 
Furniture said the two paper 
system in Victoria was “too 
costly” for the merchants. 

“We are having to duplicate 
our advertising as the 
audience is divided between 
the two papers. This is un¬ 
necessarily costly in a small 
place like Victoria.” 

Denny said the two papers 
“are so much alike anyway 
that they are redundant. 

“.And the cost of advertising 
is so great now that we have to 
get those costs down 
somehow.”

Clifford Earle Clark of 
Saanich was sentenced to life 
imprisonment Thursday for 
the murder of Mrs. Helen 
Eveleigh. 

The 10-day trial of Clifford 
Earle Clark concluded 
Wednesday with the jury 
retiring to consider its verdict 
on whether the retired 
Saanich builder is guilty of 
murdering Mrs. Helen 
Eveleigh. 

Clark. 66. was charged with 
murdering the 56-year-old 
Saanich resident by shooting 
her Sept. 10 while she was in 
her car parked on Hillside 
Plaza parking lot 

Evidence at the trial was 
that Mrs. Eveleigh had been 
( lark’s mistress for 14 years 


but she had ended the 
relationship in 1971. 

Dr. John LeHuque who was 
both Clark’s and Mrs 
Eveleigh’s physician from 
1961 to 1972, testified he told 
Clark in mid-October 1972 he 
was aware Clark had been 
following Mrs Eveleigh. 
leaving her notes and 
telephoning her 

The doctor said he told 
Clark his behavior was wrong 
and that, unless Clark 
changed, he would be in 
“difficulty with the law.” 

Clark. I^eHuquet said, broke 
down and cried. 

I^eHuquet said Clark ex 
pressed love for Mrs 
Eveleigh and said he could not 


understand why she did not 
respond to his attention. 

A friend of Mrs. Eveleigh 
Mrs. Vera Doney. of 3844 
Carey Road, testified Clark 
said, as he drove by the two 
friends while they were 
walking one day in July. 1973: 
‘You've got a month left Mrs. 
Eveleigh.” 

Another witness. Robert 
Hunter of 687 Kent, testified 
Clark said in 1972 he had an 
affair with Mrs. Eveleigh for 
14 years and “couldn't leave 
Mrs. Eveleigh alone for he 
had too much invested in 
her.” 

No murder weapon was 
produced at I hi' trial hut 
RCMP officers from Port 


Alberni said Clark had bought 
a revolver in June. 1973. 

Clark told police in¬ 
vestigating the shooting that 
his gun was in a box in his 
basement, but it was not there 
when police checked.

The following is one of a series of articles of 
personal opinion by Express staff writer. The views 
expressed are those of the writers and not 
necessarily of Pugstem Publications or other 
Express staff members: 

Our highly touted democratic process comes unglued at 
times and one instance seems to be happening now on Saanich 
Peninsula. 

For years there has been an acute-care hospital on the 
peninsula but now it may be taken away from the residents who 
will have little say in the matter. 

Esquimau Mayor Art Young, chairman of the Capital 
Region Hospital Board, said last week that the decision on 
whether to add a 75-bed acute-care wing to the new extended- 
care hospital on Mount Newton Cross Road in Central Saanich 
will be made on political, not technical grounds. 

If the issue comes to a vote it will be decided by a simple 
majority of the board which means 10 of its 18 members must be 
in favor of building the acute-care wing. There are three 
members from the peninsula and two from the Gulf Islands. 

Some regional board politicians argue that if acute-care 
beds are put in Central Saanich, then the unorganized areas 
west of Greater Victoria will want similar facilities to be built 
there. 

But this is not the point in deciding whether to build a 
replacement for the aging Rest Haven Hospital, which has 
served Peninsula residents for years. 

If Rest Haven was not being used to any great extent there 
would be a valid argument to move its facilities into the Victoria 
area hospital system. 

However, Rest Haven operates to capacity and has a 
lengthy waiting list for elective surgery patients, as is the case 
with both Victoria’s acute-care hospitals. 

Doctors stress the need for speed in treating some patients 
and medical staff at Rest Haven Hospital can make good use of 
the time needed to transport patients to Victoria hospitals along 
the sometimes congested Patricia Bay Highway and Greater 
Victoria streets. 

If the replacement for Rest Haven is not built on the 
peninsula, medical personnel in Sidney, Central, and North 
Saanich will in all likelihood move into Greater Victoria and the 
peninsula will find itself short of medical help. 

According to Saanich Peninsula Hospital Society vice- 
president Claude Butler, peninsula residents will have been 
short-changed by political trickery if the acute-care beds are not 
added to the extended-care hospital. 

He backed his argument by the way the $22 million hospital 
referendum was put to the people last March. Although it was 
not spelled out, it led peninsula voters to believe acute-care beds 
would be added to the extended-care hospital to be used when 
Rest Haven Hospital is phased out. 

Regional board politicians have never explained why, if the 
acute-care wing was not intended to be built, the extended-care 
hospital’s kitchen facilities and power plant were designed and 
built to be capable of serving a 75-bed acute-care wing. 

In the argument over where to relocate Rest Haven’s acute- 
care facilities, it is to be hoped that the welfare of seriously ill or 
injured patients be given top priority at the regional board level, 
and that individual politicians put this concern above the desire 
to gain favor with constituents at the next election.

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Devotees fill in blank spots 

Bingo game 
deadly serious 


O — top of the house — 75 . o 
— clickety click — w r _ 

The bingo caller screams 
out the numbers and 445 
people packed into a crowded, 
smoky room at Esquimau 
Legion Hall scramble to cover 
up the spots on their cards. 

The majority of the players 
are women, and most come 
every week to the Evening 
Optimist bingo. 

“I love it,” said Beth 
Reynolds of 866 Craigflower. 

4/ l come here every week. 
It lets me get out of the house 
for a bit and sit with friends 
and enjoy the evening.” 

Does she ever win? 

“Well, I won $20 once, but 
that was about a year ago. 1 
think this is my lucky night 
though.” 

The game of bingo is deadly 
serious. As the caller gets 
ready to extract one of the 
jumping ping pong balls from 
the bingo machine, the hall 
falls silent. 

Hands are clasped in laps 
until the caller makes his 
choice and yells it out. 

“Under the N — 31” — and 
445 pairs of hands lift up to the 
tables to cover the numbers. 
There is about a five second 
pause between numbers and 


mhny of the people in the hall 
have a full five seconds work 
looking over their 10 or 12 
cards for the lucky one. 

The average number of 
cards used by the people in the 
hall is six, according to the 
Evening Optimists who cir¬ 
culate through the crowd. But 
some use as many as 16. 

The cards cost $1 for the 
first one and 25 cents for each 
additional one. They are good 
for 20 games. 

To the rank amateur, the 
jargon of bingo is as confusing 
as any technical language. 

“Ladies and gentlemen,” 
the caller screams,” this 
game will be one hollywood 
squares and one line.” 

Roughly translated, this 
means players must cover up 
the four spaces closest to any 
of the four corners on the 
bingo card. They must also 
have a straight line anywhere 
on the card to claim the prize. 

Prizes range from $20 for a 
straight line game to as high 
as $200 for a full house — 
every space on the c^rd 
covered up. 

The full house games 
generate the kind of tension 
expected in the final Stanley 
Cup game. 

As the game nears the end. 


players with only one or two 
spaces left to cover up try 
using extra sensory per¬ 
ception on the caller. 

“Cal> 1-22, 1-22, 1-22,” they 
whispei. But the caller calls 
B-10 and someone on the other 
side of the hall yells “Bingo” 
and the game is over. 

By law. all the profits from 
bingo games must go to 
charity. 

The Evening Optimists 
support teams in soccer, 
baseball, hockey and lacrosse 
leagues. Last year the club 
turned $12,000 from the bingo 
games into uniforms and 
equipment for sports teams in 
Victoria. 

In B.C. last year, bingo 
games netted $4.5 million for 
charitable organizations, 
according to Earl Nelson, 
head of the provincial 
government’s lotteries sec¬ 
tion. 

But the people who play the 
game and make those profits 
for charity play mainly for 
entertainment and the chance 
at that $200 top prize. 

As they file out of the hall — 
the 425 losers as well as the 20 
winners — they figure. “Next 
week — that will be the lucky 
week.” 


Man of 
mystery 
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Bayonet-scarred veteran 

guards Victoria Press 


“I don’t think the Baron is in 
any mood to be interviewed 
this morning,” said the 
uniformed guard blocking the 
entrance to the Victoria Press 
Ltd. building. 

”How about letting the 
baron make up his own mind 
about that,” the reporter 
replied. 

“All right, anybody seen the 
Baron this morning?” the 
guard bellowed into the in¬ 
tercom (Mi his desk. 

Minutes later, a slender 
man in his fifties emerged 
from the depths of the vir¬ 
tually empty building He 
didn’t click his heels but he 
looked as if he would at any 
moment. 

Meet Baron Boris von 
Dragna, superintendent of 
Western Security Serivces, 
the firm that guards the VPL 
building against unspecified 
dangers from unspecified 
enemies. 

No, an interview wouldn’t 
be proper under the cir¬ 
cumstances. He had to remain 
strictly neutral in the press 
dispute. And besides, too 
many things have been 
written about him that he 
didn’t like. 


“Sir,” said the reporter. “I 
have a good reputation as an 
unbiased reporter. Why don’t 
you ask the Colonist 
publisher?”

The Baron expressed 
gratitude for “the courtesy” 
but must decline. 

Which is a pity, considering 
the mysterious and ad¬ 
venturous past of this Ger¬ 
man-born nobleman. 

The Baron (that’s how his 
employees refer to him) was 
born in the German embassy 
in Manila. The son of a 
Prussian diplomat, von 
Dragna has travelled most of 
the world. 

In 1948 the Baron escaped 
from the Communists in East 
Germany to work for the U.S. 


as an intelligence agent in 
China. 

When Mao Tse-tung’s forces 
took over, von Dragna was 
imprisoned but managed later 
to escape. He still has 
mutilated fingers and bayonet 
scars to remind him of that 
time. 

Upon immigrating to 
Canada, von Dragna made his 
home in the North. His only 
companion there was Czarina, 
a wild-born Canadian timber 
wolf. 

He now lives in Victoria in 
what he calls “retirement.” 


The question why he is 
guarding buildings when he’s 
retired drew no response from 
the Baron. 

And guard the press 
building he does in almost a 
cloak-and-dagger manner. 

Uniformed guards are 
posted at every door but only 
the north entrance is open. 

To gain access, one must 
have an identification card 
pinned on one’s lapel. New 
cards are issued every day. 

Guards frequently patrol 
the building, including the 
roof. Equipped with two-way 


radios, they remain in con¬ 
stant touch with each other. 

Management personnel still 
reporting for work every day 
are requested by the Baron to 
wear their ID cards at all 
times. When this caused some 
consternation among some 
management employees, von 
Dragna advised them that he 
“would appreciate co¬ 
operation.” 

So that nobody forgets his 
name, the California licence 
plates on his Japanese sports 
car display it in large letters 
- DRAGNA. 


Mixed bag 
for session 


History panic 
eased 
at city hall 


Mild panic erupted in City 
Hall this week when it was 
discovered that a developer 
had been issued a permit for 
the demolition of an historic 
Wharf Street building. 

Due to a breakdown in 
communications, city council 
was not informed before the 
demolition permit was handed 
to developer Hans Hartwig. 

But, amid protests from 
preservationists and hasty 
conferences between officials 
and aldermen, the concern 
lessened as it became clear 
that the 91-year-old Finlayson 
Building on Wharf was not in 
imminent danger. 

Officials explained that 
Hartwig didn’t necessarily 
intend to demolish the 
building, but wanted the 
permit as a form of “in¬ 
surance” in case he was 
unable to incorporate the 
structure in his plans for a 
condominium-commercial- 
office complex com¬ 
plementing the Reid Centre to 
the south. 

However, city council ap¬ 
pears to be taking steps to 
ensure the protection of the 
Finlayson Building. 

The-. Express, has learned 
that 'council' will’ probably 
discuss the matter at its 
caucus session on Tuesday, 
and recommend the property 
be designated a heritage 
building. 

This means, simply, that the 
developer can’t demolish the 
building without council’s 
specific permission. And he 
would have to offer some 
pretty convincing arguments 
as to the financial or other 
problems created by the 
designation, to obtarn such 
app^ov^M*'’ ' 

Carolyn Smyly, a member 
of the city’s newly-formed 


Heritage Advisory Com¬ 
mittee, said she was shocked 
when she learned the permit 
had been issued. 

City archivist Ainslie 
Helmcken -agreed the 
Finlayson Building m&9t be 
preserved for its historic 
significance. 

One of the oldest com¬ 
mercial buildings in Western 
Canada, it was built in 1882 by 
Roderick Finlayson, the 
pioneer builder of Fort Vic¬ 
toria, who was at various 
times Hudson’s Bay Company 
factor, mayor of Victoria and 
first treasurer of the Colony of 
Vancouver Island. 

Storefront 

craze

Homer, who told the regional 
board's social planning 
committee this week that “a 
lot of useful data” can be 
ohjamed from the proposed 
office, was instructed to 
discuss the matter further 
with Manpower officials. 


The NDP government’s 
fourth legislative session will 
begin next week with a mixed 
bag of promises for legislation 
in neglected areas of NDP 
policy 

Unlike the fall sitting, 
loudly heralded as a session to 
cope with farm and labor 
legislation, the spring session 
hits been given no legislative 
label, although a wide variety 
of bills have been promised. 

The budget, expected to 
reach as high as $2 billion, will 
be the main focus of attention 
and will give opposition 
members a chance to criticze 
individual ministers as each 
brings down separate 
departmental estimates. 

Premier Barrett has 
promised an abundance of 
new programs in the budget 
and. as finance minister, has 
predicted important changes 
in lax legislation. 

Most topical are his 
promises of relief for small 
Inisinesses. senior citizens and 
retirement property holders 
hit by huge increases in their 
lax assessments this year 

Comprehensive consumer 
legislation setting out the 
specific powers of B.C.’s new 
consumer services depart¬ 
ment will be introduced, along 
with an extensive new fair 
trade practices act. 

The act will spell out 
practices that infringe on 
consumer rights and provide 
lor repayment of losses and 
costs to a consumer who has 
licen wronged. 

Major changes in education 
were expected this spring but 
the collapse of John Bremer s 
education commission, and 
the announcement that 
(‘ducation department efforts 
are being focused on 
preparation of a policy paper 
lor release during the session, 
indicate that important 


legislative changes may be 
delayed. 

Education Minister Eileen 
Dailly had earlier promised 
radical revisions to the Public 
Schools Act, restructuring of 
B.C.’s secondary schools, 
legislation to ease the budget 
crunch felt by school boards, 
and changes in teh teacher- 
trustee bargaining process. 

In the area of resource 
revenue, I^ands and Forests 
Minister Bob Williams 
warned major forest com¬ 
panies in December that some 
of the “fat” will be trimmed 
off their profits through 
legislation ending low royalty 
rates on timber berths and 
licences granted in the early 
1900 b. 

Increased royalties on 
mineral production were 
expected last session but 
never materialized and will 
likely be brought in this 
session. 

Municipalities have been 
promised financial assistance 
which may come in the form 
of a simple increase in per 
capita grants. 

Municipal Affairs Minister 
James l^ohmer has also said 
he may legislate an increase 
in pay for regional board 
members this spring. 

The Public Officials 
Ibsclosure Act, introduced but 
never passed at the last spring 
session, is expected to be re¬ 
introduced in some form this 
session to prevent conflict of 
interest through obligatory 
disclosure of outside interests 
by all public officials. 

Legislation allowing any 
individual to sue the crown 
was promised in October by 
Attorney-General Alex 
Macdonald. It would abolish 
the current system under 
which the government must 
give its permission before it 
can be sued. 


Macdonald’ also promised 
“a major announcement ’ this 
session on reform legislation 
affecting prisons. en¬ 
forcement agencies and 
parole procedures. 

Mr. Justice Thomas 
Berger’s royal commission on 
family and children's law, set 
up in December, is expected 
to present an interim report in 
time for the government to 
bring in some legislative 
changes during the session. 


New landlord-tenant 
legislation is also expected 
and will likely reflect some of 
the recommendations made 
by the B.C Law Reform 
Commission this December. 

In a 482-page report, the 
commission recommended 
appointment of a rental 
ombudsman and legislation 
allowing landlords to collect 
damage deposits and 
prohibiting them from 
evicting tenants without 
justification 

A lully-revised Pharmacy 
Act. which would allow 
community centres to sell 
prescription drugs, and which 
might include a bulk drug 
buying scheme for the 
province, has been promised. 

Health Minister Dennis 
Cocke has not publicly 
commented on the massive 
Foulkes report but some of 
Foulkes’ recommendations 
may be brought in before the 
end of the session. 

Action in the field of chronic 
care has been promised and 
Uibor Minister Bill King said 
changes in the Workman's 
Com|K‘nsation Act will be 
brought in. 


TAKEOVER BY REGION 

Healthy snags developing 


Plans for the takeover ot 
health services by the Capital 
Region Board ran into a 
couple of snags this week. 

To start with, the regional 
health and social services 
committee was informed that 
only six people had applied for 
the job of senior medical 
health officer. 

That prompted Victoria Aid. 
Tom Christie to pave the way 
for snag number two. 

He wanted to know why Dr. 
J. L. M. Whitbread, present 


senior medical health officer, 
was to reitre early (as soon as 
possible) when his normal 
retirement wouldn’t take 
place until August. 

At first the other committee 
members responded with 
embarrassed silence. 

Victoria Aid. Alf Hood, 
committee chairman, tried to 
deter Christie by pointing out 
that “all this has been 
discussed before. but 
Christie wouldn't take the 
hint. 


He insisted that Whitbread 
should serve out his normal 
time. Any new man. he said, 
would have a difficult time to 
familiarize himself with the 
job. Whitbread, he added, 
“lias all the information at his 
fingertip.” 

At this point committee 
members, 'in carefully 
phrased words, informed 
Christie that Whitbread was 
somewhat hard to work with. 
It would be better if the new- 


senior medical health officer 
started his job without help 
from someone else. 

Whitbread has already 
agreed to leave his job prior to 
August provided the financial 
terms are to his “satisfac¬ 
tion ”

Impaired driving up 


Impaired driving charges 
increased about 16 per cent 
last year in Victoria while the 
number of reportable traffic 
accidents rose 11 per cent and 
the value of property stolen 
soared by more than 23 per 
cent. 

Those were the three largest 
increases in major crime 
categories reported this week 
as Victoria police department 
handed its 1973 report to the 
municipal police commission. 

The figures were released 
during a meeting which also 
authorized a renewal of 1974 
contract talks with the Vic¬ 
toria police union and ap¬ 
pointed two new sergeants to 
the force. 

The city may make an offer- 
at the next session, expected

late this month. The police 
union has not yet announced 
any of its requests. 

The new sergeants are 
Douglas Wilson, 38, who 
joined the force Nov. 5, 1962, 
and Terry Toone, 33, a 
member since Oct. 1, 1964. 
They replace two sergeants 
who retire soon—Jack Perry, 
54, a 33-year man, and Joe 
Barlow, 57, with a 28-year 
career. 

The preliminary report on 
1973 crime, prepared by the 
police records division, 
showed drink-drive offences 
rose 16 per cent, to 597 from 
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515, with the 334 impaired- 
driving charges accounting 
for all of that increase. 

Reportable accidents, 
where damage was more than 
$200, went up 11 per cent to 
2,215. The number of traffic 
deaths was nine, the same as 
the 1973 figure, and the 736 
* injuries showed an increase of 
8 per cent. 

In general crime, the 
situation in Victoria was more 
people committing fewer 
crimes and stealing more 
valuable items. 

The number of persons 
charged jumped 29.5 per cent 
to 1,978 from 1,528. But the 
number of Criminal Code 
offences inched downward to 
7,881, a decrease of 1.9 per 
cent. 

Stolen property was valued 
at more than $500,000, or 23.7 
per cent above the previous 
year. Almost one-quarter of 
the items were recovered and 
35.3 per cent of all crimes 
were cleared by charge or 
otherwise. 

That 35.3 per cent is almost 
double the national clearance 
rate. Victoria police have 


been ahead of the national 
average in clearing crimes for 
many years. 

Police said Victoria had 
fewer robberies, frauds and 
break-ins last year than the 
vear before but more thefts 
(mostly shoplifting), assaults 
and car thefts. 

Since the end of 1973, a rash 
of break-ins—almost all for 
cash—has hit Greater Vic¬ 
toria. Police believe a few 
groups at most are respon¬ 
sible, which goes against the 
1973 trend of fewer crimes by 
more people.

A 22-year-old Victoria man 
who sold one capsule of heroin 
as “a humane gesture” was 
sentenced this week in Vic¬ 
toria provincial court by 
Judge F. S. Green to six 
months to be served in an 
outdoors detention centre. 

Higher courts in B.C. have 
ruled heroin sellers must go to 
jail unless the circumstances 
are exceptional and Green 
said the case of Manning 
Murdock Victor McKeigan 
was unusual but not ex¬ 
ceptional. 

McKeigan was found guilty 
Dec. 31 of selling the capsule 
last July 31 in the Churchill 
Hotel for $40 to William Bjden, 
one of two RCMP constables 
in a summer-long undercover 
narcotics operation on Van¬ 
couver Island. 

Green indicated Biden was 
pretending he had cramps and 
McKeigan made the sale to 
ease those cramps. He said 
McKeigan got the capsule 
from a trafficker-friend and 
•gave Biden “an hour talk 
not to get wired up like his 
friend.” 

The judge noted a pre¬ 
sentence report quoted both 
Biden and fellow undercover 
man Patrick Convey as saying 
McKeigan was “a pretty good 
guy” and the only person who 
sold to them that they fell 
deserved leniency.

Victoria could have a professional basehall team by Mon¬ 
day night. 

Gar Taylor, president of the Victoria Amateur Baseball 
Assaociation, said he would know Monday whether or not 
Victoria has a franchise in the Class “A” Northwest Baseball 
League 

New Westminster was recently granted the first Canadian 
franchise in the league and if the Tri-City team (representing 
Pasco. Kennewick arifJ Richland) is uanble to obtain new 
ownership by Monday. Victoria will become die second 
Canadian city to field a team. 

The league revoked the Tri-City franchise two weeks ago. 

Other teams in the league are Portland and Eugene, Ore., 
Seattle, Bellingham, Walla Walla, Wash., and Lewiston, Idaho. 

Taylor, is acting as an intermediary for an unnamed group 
of businessmen backing the franchise proposal. 

Teams play a 40-game schedule starting in June and a 
minimum of $40,000 is required to set up a team. 


There’s a chance Victoria 
Cougars could have a very 
valuable addition to their 
lineup for the drive to a 
playoff berth in the Western 
Canada Hockey League. 

Bruce Affleck, a 19-year-old 
defenceman well-known in 
this area as a member of the 
Penticton Broncos of the B.C. 
Junior Hockey League, has 
expressed interest in playing 
here for the remainder of the 
season. 

Affleck is presently at the 
University of Denver on a 
hockey scholarship which 
runs for another two seasons. 


But he apparently feels his 
chances of being drafted by a 
professional team would be 
better this summer rather 
than in 1976. 

Cougars are most interested 
in having Affleck join the 
team but there are 
technicalities to be ironed out. 

Affleck, a BCJHL all-star 
for three straight seasons, 
was originally on the Cougar 
protected list but declined to 
report here as it would 
jeopardize his chances of 
earning the scholarship in 
Denver. 

Cougars traded Affleck to 


the Brandon Wheat Kings in 
late 1971 but Affleck refused to 
report to the Manitoba club 
for. the same reason 

Brandon general-manager 
Rudy Pilous kept Affleck’s 
name on the Wheat King 
protected list until Jan. 10 this 
yeai. the cut-down date when 
teams had to declare a roster 
of a maximum 19 players. 

When Affleck's name was 
dropped from the Brandon 
list. Cougars entered a claim 
with the league offices in 
Saskatoon on Jan. 11.

Bowlspiel to continue 
with record prize list 


There is to be no break in 
The Daily Colonist's Van¬ 
couver Island Fivepin 
Bowlspiel even if the current 
newspaper dispute continues 
into April. 

Ken Jones, manager of 
Town and Country Lanes has 
announced that he will 
maintain the continuity and 
has completed plans for the 
11th annual event. It will be 
held April 11-14, and will offer 
the largest-ever prize list — a 
total of $3,300 in cash prizes. 

It will be the first time that 
the event has been held in its 
entirety at Town and Country 
I^anes, a move made possible 
by the shifting of the date to 
the Easter weekend. This is 
normally the date of the 
Colonist Tenpin Bowlspiel. No 
decision has yet been made on 
it by Mayfair Lanes but if it is 
held it will also be on the 
Easter weekend. 

After consulting with a 
number of bowlers, it was 
decided to increase the entry 
fee for the fivepin bowispiel to 
$5. from $4. per bowler and to 
charge bowling fees of $2 for 
each three games in order to 
be able to add to the prize list. 

All of the extra revenue is 
being returned in prizes, 
making possible an increase 
of $.300 over last year, when 
160 teams played for $3,000 in 
prizes. This year, the entry 
limit has been returned to 128 
teams — all that can be ac¬ 
commodated in the time 
available. 

There has been no change in 
the format. A suggestion that 
the team scratch be increased 
to 950 and that a limit be 


placed on the amount of 
handicap possible for a team 
was considered but it was 
decided to retain the team 
scratch of 900 and place no 
handicap limit. It was felt that 
the format, which was 
designed to attract the low- 
average bowler without being 
unfair to high-average 
bowlers, has done just that 
However, a continuing close 
watch will be kept on results 
to see if this remains constant 
through a third year of the no¬ 
blow count. 

Teams will again consist of 
four bowlers of any com¬ 
bination of the sexes. Highest 
average as of midnight Feb. 
16, minimum of 18 games in 
one league, is to be used for 
computing handicap. Team 
handicaps will be 80 per cent 
of the difference between the 
combined team average and 
the team scratch of 900. 


All teams are guaranteed a 
minimum of three ap¬ 
pearances and must be beaten 
a second time before losing a 
chance at the prize money, 
teams start in the Colonist 
event and drop into either 
Scorpions Men’s Wear or the 
Town and Country event after 
their first loss. 

Cash prizes will be shared 
by 52 bowlers. Top prize is the 
$600 offered to the winner of 
the Colonist event. Runner-up 
in the primary event will 
receive $300 and the losing 
semi-finalists will each get 
$150. The prize split in 
other two events is $500-$250- 
$125-$125. There will also be 
cash prizes of $25 each for the 
high single and high three, 
both men and women, rolled 
by bowlers not on teams 
winning a cash prize. 

In addition, 16 engraved

trophies are up for com¬ 
petition. Each member of an 
event-winning team will 
receive an engraved trophy, 
and Gar’s Trophies is offering 
a trophy for high single and 
high three, both men and 
women. In the latter case, the 
trophies could be won by a 
bowler winning one of the 
individual cash awards but no 
bowler will be able to win an 
individual and a team cash 
prize. 

Play will start on Thursday 
evening, April 11, and con¬ 
tinue through Sunday, April 14 
with the finals scheduled that 
evening. 

Entry forms are being 
prepared and will be available 
by Feb. 16. the date on which 
averages are based. Entries 
must be accompanied by a 
minimum deposit of $5. The 
entry deadline is March 25, 
and all entries must be 
complete by that time. If more 
than 128 are received they will 
go on a waiting list in the 
order received. 


Affleck from the Brandon list

Islanders basking 
in warmer position

New York Islanders aren’t 
going to be among this 
reason’s playoff clubs but 
theirs is the most remarkable 
improvement in the National 
Hockey League 

Currently basking in the 
warmth generated by a four- 
game unbeaten streak which 
has added seven points to 
their total, the Islanders have 
in their first 44 games this 
season produced more points 
than they did in 78 games of 
last season. 

Their 4-3 victory over 
California Golden Seals 
Tuesday night was their llth 
of the season, and that 
combined with 12 tied games 
means that they have lost 
fewer than half of their 
games. 

The Islanders have 34 points 
from their first 44 games, and 
that’s a far cry from last 
season when they made their 
NHL debut with only 12 wins 
and six ties for 30 points, and 
were on the losing end a 
record 60 times. 

Making the turnabout even 
more unlikely are figures 
which show that most of last 
season’s top scorers are not 
doing as well this time around. 
Bill Harris had a fine rookie 
season to lead the club last 
season with 22 goals and 28 
assists. At 10-18 going into 
tonight's game, he’ll have to 
hurry to match that. Veteran 
Ed Westfall is 7-7 after a 15-31 
season; Germain Gagnon is 4- 


7 as compared to the 12-29 of 
last season; Brian Spencer is 
3-14 as compared to 14-24. And 
Tom Miller, who had 13 goals 
last season, is no longer with 
the club. 

That tends to discount any 
suggestion that the 
improvement stems mainly 
from the experience gained in 
the first season The reason 
seems hard to pinpoint in that 
outside of Dennis Potvin, the 
first choice in last June’s 
amateur draft, the Islanders 
don’t appear to have added 
much to their team. But they 
obviously have, and it’s likely 
that one of their biggest gains 
came with the signing of A1 
Arbour as coach. He has 
obviously been able to 
motivate, and the Islanders 
under his direction have 
played a dedicated, 
disciplined brand of hockey 
which has brought

Poile’s announcement came 
only a day after club president 


Coley Hall stated in Hawaii 
that he inteded to fire Poile 
and either fire or demote 
general-manager Laycoe. 

Poile’s decision may take 
some heat off Laycoe, but 
nothing seems certain since 
Scallen said: ‘Tve tried to 
stay out of management 
problems, but obviously I 
can’t any longer. Next week I 
will make my recom¬ 
mendations.” 

There were also some sur¬ 
prises on the player front in 
Vancouver, mainly a 


departure of goalie Gary 
Smith for a 10-day vacation in 
Phoenix with his family, at 
club expense. 

Smith, said to be under 
considerable pressure and 
blaming himself for what 
happened to McCreary, 
refused to accompany the 
team last weekend on a trip to 
Chicago 

Goalie Ed Dyck, destined for 
Seattle Totems of the Western 
League, receive a reprieve 
and remained with the 
Canucks.

The man and boy walk along 
the beach on Dallas. 

Nothing abnormal about 
that. Kids and their fathers do 
it all the time. 

But this pair is different 
The man is Jim Bird He 
teaches grade 7 at Tolmie 
elementary school. 

He’s a Big Brother 
The boy is Derrick Bryant, 
11, of 1648 Gladstone His 
father died before he was 
born. He’s Jim’s Little 
Brother. Jim is the second 
substitute he’s had for the dad 
he never knew. 

Derrick is one of 42 boys in 
this area who have a Big 
Brother for a buddy But there 
are many more on a waiting 
list, hoping for somebody like 
Bird to come along. 

What does it mean to Derrick 
to have a Big Brother? 
“Sometimes I get lonely and 
Jim phones me up. It’s great. 
Or I phone him.” 

Bird joshes him. “You have 
time to get lonely?” he says 
w-ith raised eyebrows. 

Under coaxing. Derrick 
names some of his interests. 
He plays football with the Oak 
Bay Lions. He likes lacrosse, 
baseball, swimming, skin- 
diving. pingpong and 
volleyeball. 

“And please mention Johnny 
Kvers, he’s one of my best 
pals. We have a club in my 
backyard,” Derrick adds.

“I like to go to Jim’s home 
and play with Satan (Bird’s 
black Labrador). I like going 
to the movies with him and 
going out for hamburgers,”

“I’m a teacher and see a lot 
of kids without fathers. I 


thought maybe, in some way, 
I could help some tyke who 
hasn’t got one. “Bird explains. 
“I get the satisfaction of 
knowing in some way I’m 
helping a boy on his way to 
manhood.” 

There are lots of boys still 


waiting for this kind of break, 
especially during this. Big 
Brothers Week. 

They're hoping more men 
like Bird will phone the Big 
Brothers’ office and offer the 
relationship now denied them. 


British Columbia, with the 
highest alcoholism rate in 
Canada, provides the least 
provincial help for alcoholics 
and their families, Victoria 
public relations consultant 
Pat Murphy told members of 
Oak Bay United Church Men’s 
Club this week. 

In Greater Victoria alone 
there are some 5,000 
alcoholics, Murphy estimated. 

He said the province had for 
the past 20 years been 
governed by a party with an 
evangelical orientation 
which firmly believed that 
drinking was a sin and that the 
alcoholic was not deserving of 
help. 

And a commission on 
alcoholism and drug abuse, 
appointed by the present 
administration last May, up to 
this time has done nothing, he 
said. 

Whether or not it ever would 
despite its wide powers and 
terms of reference, was a 
matter of conjecture, he 
added. 

Of Victoria’s 5,000 
alcoholics, not more than 500 
are receiving help from the 


meagre sources available to 
the alcoholic, according to 
Murphy. 

The British Columbia 
Alcoholism Foundation 
provides medical assessment 
and counselling but only to a 
limited degree, he said. 

The Salvation Army is doing 
good work with down-and-out 
alcoholics in its Harbor Light 
mission, he said, and the 
Victoria Halfway House 
Society facility on Dallas road 
provides a home for 10 men. 

Alcoholics Anonymous 
provides the most effective 
therapy against the illness, 
Murphy said, and while its 
membership in the Victoria 
area is growing, it does not, by 
its very nature, reach more 
than a fraction of the alcoholic 
population. 

“Anomalous though it is, one 
of the most neglected 
segments of the alcoholic 
population is the so-called 
middle and upper middle 
class,” the speaker said. 

Affluent though these people 
may be, he explained, there is 
no place for business and 
industrial executives, 


professional people and 
artists to receive help. 

The establishment of a 
private care centre in North 
Saanich by Dr. George 
Strachan, author of two books 
on alcoholism, and director 
for many years of Alberta’s 
program of alcoholism 
research and treatment, 
would help rectify this 
omission, Murphy said. It will 
be ready for occupancy in the 
fall. 

Murphy will speak on the 
same subject in James Bay 
United Church at 11 a m. 
Sunday.

He's reluctant to talk about 
the way he turned the 
recreation complex at Port 
Alberni into a show place for 
the province or the provincial 
government’s recognition of 
him by naming him to the five- 
man board that advises on the 
disposition of the $10 million 
sports recreation fund. 

Touch on the needs ot 
people, however, and. in his 
own words, he “probably 
sounds corny.” 

New Westminster-born and 
raised. Russell was the man 
who sparked the senior 
citizens’ centre in the 
mainland municipality 18 
years ago. It was the first of 
its kind in B.C. 

"We felt government had an 
obligation to make provisions 
for senior people in the 
community. The very fact 


that the life span is in¬ 
creasing. and the work week 
is decreasing, makes it 
essential that the leisure 
environment is all it should 
be." he said. 

He added a warning: “If we 
don't provide a healthy at¬ 
mosphere where lonely people 
and others can socialize I 
think we are going to have to 
make increasing provisions 
lor such people in institutions. 

“This way is more ex¬ 
pedient, and more Christian." 

Russell is concerned with all 
age groups in his job and his 
attitude to all of them is the 
same. People are more im¬ 
portant than the recreation 
complexes in which they 
work. 

"There’s no substitute for 
good leadership,” he said, 
“We must recognize the basic 


need to motivate people. 
We’re not there to simply open 
up doors and lock them up 
again at night.” 

Russell intends to enlist the 
help of community sports 
groups and others in Oak Bay 
in devising programs for Oak 
Bay's new $2.6 million centre, 
now under construction near 
Oak Bay junior and senior 
secondary schools. 

He admits it was painful for 
him to leave the staff of 100 
that operate Port Albemi’s 
seven sports centres and said 
leaving some of the 
youngsters was like saying 
farewell to members of his 
family. 

Russell Park near Port 
Alberni is that community's 
way of honoring his con¬ 
tribution to the Alberni 
Valley.

Saunders in Wright biplane in 1915 


Today , a restless patient 


Saunders learned to fly 


at Wright Brothers' school 


At 80 his heart stays airborne 


For Kenneth Saunders, life 
I continues to hold one abiding 
interest-r-flying. Considering 
that Saunders is almost 81 
years old, that’s both sur¬ 
prising and natural. 

Surprising, because of his 
age. 

Natural, because Saunders 
learned to fly at the Wright 
Brothers’ flying school at 
Dayton, Ohio, in 1915, and 
spent every possible minute in 
the air from then until his 
retirement in 1958. 

Today a somewhat restless 
patient at Gorge Road 
Hospital, Saunders is a man of 
brief responses, his memory 
dismissing the details of his 
life he considers unimportant. 

It centres instead on his 
years in the north where, as 
(Hie of Canada's pioneer bush 
pilots, along with his old 
friends Wop May and Grant 
McConachie, he says ‘‘You 
could fly along and spit down 
on the North Pole.” 

From him there’s no word of 
his flying with the Royal 
Naval Air Service in the First 
World War, nor of the way he 
won the Distinguished Flying 
Cross and the Air Force Cross, 
shape. 

He was bom Feb. 6, 1893, 
“in the big house at the top of 
Pandora Avenue hill.” 
There’s an apartment block 
there now, across from the 
First Church of Christ 
Scientist. 


Local interns 
stay away 
from walkout 

Interns at Victoria General 
and Royal Jubilee hospitals 
will not join interns at three 
Vancouver hospitals in a one- 
day walkout next Monday. 

A spokesman for the 16 
members of the Professional 
Association of Residents and 
Interns at both Victoria 
hospitals said that, while they 
sympathized with their 
Vancouver counterparts, they 
had “no complaints” about 
the quality of teaching in 
Victoria. 

Interns at Vancouver 
General, St. Paul’s and 
Shaughnessy hospitals are 
planning a one-day “teach-in” 

Monday to air complaints 
about intern training. 


His father, Henry Saunders, 
had come to Victoria more 
then 30 years earlier. A 
prosperous merchant, he was 
also the last owner of the old 
paddle-wheel steamer, the 
Beaver. 

Young Saunders wanted to 
get into the First World War, 
but he wanted to do it as a 
flyer. For that, he first had to 
learn to fly, and in 1915 there 
was in all of North America 
only one school—the Wright 
Brothers’. 

Among his papers is his 
training contract, signed by 
Orville Wright and dated Sept. 
10, 1915. 

For $250 in advance, it 
undertook to teach him to fly 
in a period involving four 
hours of training flight—just 
about one dollar a minute. 

Saunders was obviously an 
apt pupil, for his licence to fly 
was granted on Oct. 27, 1915. 
‘He still has that licence: No. 
353 in the long list of such 
licences issued on this con¬ 
tinent. 

From Dayton, Saunders’ 
memory takes him straight to 
Edmonton and his years in the 
north. 

In fact, however, he made 
his way to England where he 
was commissioned a 
probationary Flight Sub- 
Lieutenant on Nov. 3, 1915. 

His appointment as Flight 
Sub-Lieutenant was con¬ 
firmed on May 6, 1916, and 
when Saunders was “placed 
on the unemployed list of the 
Royal Air Force June 12, 
1919,” he has risen to the rank 
of captain. 

There were hectic years 
between. In war service he 


flew more than 60 different 
types of aircraft, including 
monoplanes, biplanes, 
triplanes and quadriplanes. 

At the controls of a Sopwith 
Pup, he pioneered aircraft 
carrier take-offs. The process 
was not unlike firing a 
slingshot. 

After his discharge, 
Saunders was sent by Britain 
to Sweden, to interest that 
country in buying British 
planes. While there he learned 
to fly ski-equipped planes—a 
skill that proved of immense 
value when he returned to 
Canada in 1922. 

Th&t was the start of his 
bush-pilof years, flying the 
mail, pioneering aerial 
photography, surveying, 
firefighting, carrying 
passengers. 

In 1937 he joined the federal 
department of transport, 
which posted him to Ottawa, 
Vancouver and Edmonton as 
inspector of air regulations 
for, finally, Alberta, the 
Yukon and Northwest 
Territories. 

He knew from experience all 
about “flying by the seat of 
your pants,” but once there 
were regulations, he intended 
to see they were observed. 

This is born out in a story 
told fellow-members of the 
Edmonton Flying Club when 
Saunders was honored on his 
retirement in the spring of 
1958. 

It seems a plane lost its 
engine while landing on a 
northern lake just before 
freeze-up. A new engine and 
mount and new skis were 
installed but, since the work 


was done in the open, only the 
throttle was hooked up. None 
of the other instruments were. 

It fell to Saunders to fly the 
plane out and, like any good 
pilot, he kept watching the 
clocks to see the engine was 
running properly. 

Naturally, all the in¬ 
struments registered zero. 

Saunders knew why, but the 
fact bothered him so much he 
finally took the starting crank, 
broke the glass off the in¬ 
struments, and set the needles 
at their normal operating 
points. 

That done, he lit his pipe and 
flew, completely relaxed, the 
rest of his trip. 

Saunders saw all the 
changes in flying there were 
to see in his active years. His 
start at school was in a Wright 
biplane with a four-cylinder 
engine and a speed of 45 
miles an hour, and as a 
wartime pilot his 
armament consisted of 
small bombs held in his 
lap and hand-aimed, and 
a 12-guage shotgun. 

This last was for use against 
Zeppelins, but he never had 
occasion to use it. 


Saunders’ wife Peggy (she 
died a year ago, but he refuses 
to accept that fact), was also 
interested in flying. She took a 
course in motor mechanics, 
and served in the First World 
War in the administrative 
section of the Royal Flying 
Corps. 

Following retirement the 
Saunders returned to Victoria. 
They had no children, and 


settled in a house at 1545 
Edgeware Rd. 

Failing health finally sent 
Saunders to a private hospital 
and, more recently, to Gorge 
Road. 

There he is, as mentioned, a 
bit restless but well cared for. 
There’s no doubt the 
restlessness stems from a 
selective memory that fills his 
days with thoughts of the good 
years in the sky.

Gas price hike

OTTAWA—Oil consumers 
from B.C. to eastern Ontario 
were spared an immediate 
price increase this week when 
Prime Minister Trudeau and 
provincial premiers extended 
the western oil price freeze 
during the national energy 
conference. 

However, a $2 per barrel 
increase—about six cents a 
gallon for retail gasoline—is 
almost certain on April 1. 

While there was no long¬ 
term oil price and revenue- 
sharing agreement, Trudeau 
hinted that another con¬ 
ference may be held before 
the end of March. 

The only long-term 
agreement was to equalize 


prices across Canada after 
April 1. 

MONTREAL—A rush-hour 
fire tore through nine cars of a 
subway train, injuring two 
employees, several 
passengers. and seven 
firemen.

There's a need for the 
Scouts now numbering 
about 20 - to have “their own 
little place.” 

“The new recreational 
centre will be a fluid sort of 
place for everybody and I 
don’t want to see us lose our 
physical presence in the 
community," said Scrivener. 

Scrivener said the offer of 
space in the new centre would 
probably depend on troop 
numbers “and if the numbers 
vanished, we’d probably lose 
our right to the space.” 

Asked about facilities for 
the patrols at the new centre. 


Mayor Young said: “It they 
have a viable organization 
they can use the centre, the 
same as any other group in 
Ksquimalt even if it was 
one patrol, six members.” 

In the meantime, patrols 
are meeting in rented space at 
Esquimau United Church 
Hall, and Mrs. Alex Hunter 
Scout leader expresses 
pessimism alxiut any out¬ 
come. 

“We figure the money will 
lx* a long time coming, no 
matter what is the result and 
most of it will be pocketed by 
the regional Scout 
organization. We'll see very 
little of it.

Prairie Inn suggested 
for historic location

Hallmark Society has 
recommended that the 
provincial government 
designate Saanich ton’s 
Prairie Inn as an historic site. 

The Inn. built by Saanich 
pioneer Henry Simpson in 
1893, was the first pub on 
Saanich Peninsula. 

Hallmark Society President 
Caroline Smyly said the 
recommendation was made in 
a brief to the provincial 
secretary’s historic sites 
advisory board last week. 

The possibility of preser¬ 
ving the building will be 
discussed by the board in the 
near future, said George 
Geddes, board secretary. 

The Inn. which stands on 
just less than an acre of East 
Saanich and Mount Newton 
Crossroads, is actually the 
second Prairie Inn. 


The original inn. built by 
Simpson, in 1859 was a smail 
white building on 300 acres. 
He purchased the land for less 
than 84 pounds sterling. 

Catering to travellers and 
nearby citizens was so 
profitable that Simpson 
decided to rebuild his inn in 
1893. the year the Victoria and 
Sidney Railway came 
through, and it was built for 
$ 2 , 200 . 

Early Saanich settlers spent 
many evenings sipping hot 
drinks to the aroma of venison 
roasting on a spit and 
Adelaide Simpson’s baked 
bread. 

Beside the Inn were stables 
where Simpson operated a 
rent-a-horse business. He 
trained his horses to return 
from Victoria with no rider. 

As the district became 
settled, Simpson ran a stage to

and from Victoria, but at the 
turn ofthe century he got into 
the meatpacking business in 
Seattle and sold the inn. 

The Prairie Inn has changed 
hands many times since then 


and its current owners are 
Gavin and Bev Harper, who 
live on the bottom floor. 

Upstairs are three suites 
and four single rooms which 
are permanently occupied. 


There will have to be a 
referendum this year in Sooke 
school district if the area is to 
get a new- junior high school 
and other necessary 
classrooms.

“That money will have to be 
supplemented through 
another referendum, and we 
will also need money for more 
elementary classrooms,”

With student population 
rising by about 4(H) a year, the 
district has a problem 
predicting where and when 
class rooms will be needed. 

"We have no way of 
knowing how many new 
homes are being built, much 
less whether they will house 
school age children, or retired 
couples.” said Pullinger. 

David Cameron 
elementary, for instance, was 
opened a year ago to take 
some of the overflow from 
Langford-Colw'ood area 
schools. But already 
classrooms are crowded, and 
a new area has been opened in 
the school as additional 
classroom space. 

In 1967 there were 4,333 
students in the wide spread 
district, which takes in 
students from Colwood to Port 
Renfrew, but the total has 
increased — by 1.300 alone in 


1970 and is expected to reach 
8.000 by September 

A board committee is 
study ling the possibility of 
buying. leasing or building 
more portable classrooms to 
cope with unexpected shifts in 
population. 

Over the past 12 months the 
district has completed 
additions at Metchosin. 
Langford. Glenlake and 


Dogwood schools. Nearing 
completion are additions to 
Edward Milne high school in 
Sooke. and lo Happy Valley 
elementary school. 

Work will stall soon on 
additions to Dunsmuir junior 
high school and Sangster 
elementary, and still on the 
drawing board are additions 
at Mi list ream. Sangster. 
David Cameron and Wishart 
schools.
